TO 

Prohibit Steam Trawling within a certain distance of the 
Coast of Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Steam Trawling 

(Ireland) Act, 1889. 

2. This Act shall not extend to England or Scotland. 

3. — (1.) It shall not be lawful for any person to use in or 
from any steamer or steamship or vessel propelled by steam the 
10 method of fishing known as beam trawling or otter trawling within 
three miles of low water mark of any part of the coast of L'eland, 
or within the waters specified in the schedule hereto annexed, 
save only between such points on the coast or within such other 
defined areas as may from time to time be permitted by byelaws of 
15 the Inspectors of Irish fisheries, and subject to any conditions or 
regulations made by those byelaws. 

(2.) The Inspectors of Irish Fisheries may from time to time 
make, alter, and revoke byelaws for the purposes of this section in 
the manner and under the regulations in the Fisheries Act, 1812, 
20 mentioned. 

(3.) Each and every person who uses any trawl or trammel net, 
or any method of fishing in contravention of this section or of any 
byelaw of the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries made in pursuance 
thereof, shall be liable on conviction to a fine not exceeding j five 
25 pounds for the first offence, and not exceeding twenty pounds for 
the second or any subsequent offence, and every net used or attempted 
to be used in contravention of this section, and every rope, warp, 
tackle, beam, pole, iron, and other matter or thing fastened to or 
used with any such net, shall be forfeited, and may be seized by 
30 any person empowered to enforce the provisions of the Fisheries 
(Ireland) Acts, and shall when seized be dealt with in the manner 
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prescribed by section one hundred and three of the Fisheries Act, 
1842 ; and for the purpose of such seizure all persons empowered 
by section eighty-six of the said Act to go on board any vessel 
employed in fishing arc hereby empowered to go on board any 
steamer or steamship or vessel propelled by steam employed in 5 
fishing. 

4. It shall not be lawful for any person to land or sell in Ireland 
any fish caught in contravention of this Act, or of any byelaw of 
the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries made in pursuance thereof, and 
each and every person who lands or sells any such fish shall he 10 
liable on conviction to a fine not exceeding fire pounds for the 
first offence, and not exceeding twenty pounds for the second or 
any subsequent, offence. 

5. All fines under this Act may be recovered in a summary 

manner. 15 

6. In this Act, — 

“Fisheries Act, 1842,” means the Act of the session of the fifth 
and sixth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter 
one hundred and six, intituled “ An Act to regulate the Irish 
fisheries.” 20 

“Fisheries (Ireland) Acts” means the said Act and all Acts 
amending the same.

Kit. r. ala. and Lack an Bays.— W ithin a line drawn from Lonadoon Point 
5 on the east to a point near Downpatrick Head on tlic west. 

Ci.icw Bay. — Within a line drawn from Acliillbeg Island on the north to 
Clare Island, and from thence to Carrickyvegraty Point on the east. 

Galway Bay. — Within a line drawn from Cashla Bay on the north to 
Hags Head on the south. 

10 Thk Mouth ok the Shannon. — Within a line drawn from Loop Head 
on the north to Kerry Head on the south, 

DtN&LK Bay. — Within a line drawn from Pavkmore Point on the north to 
Doulus Head on the south. 

Waters okk Coast ok Cork. — Within a line drawn from Brow Head 
15 on the west to the w south point of Cape Clear on the east. 
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
